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QUEBEC AND 
ATLANTIC 
HARD HIT 



OTTAWA (CUP) - Although 
the number of Jobless In 
October eased slightly to 
, 787,000 from the 798,000 recor- 
ded^ in September, the sea- 
sonally-adjusted unemploy- 
ment rate was unchanged at 8.3 
per cent, according to the latest 
Statistics Canada review. . 

In the wealthy provinces 
such as Ontario and Alberta the 
rate did drop between Septem- 
ber and October, but It In- 
creased In the other eight 
provinces. 

Particularly hard hit were the 
Atlantic provinces and Quebec. 
All now have Jobless rates of 
more than 10 per cent. 

An epidemic of layoffs 
throughout Canada in recent 
months appears to be largely 
responsible for the continuing 
bleak unemployment picture. 

In September, the. number, of 
Canadians who had either been 
laid off or lost their jobs was up 
by 25 per cent from a year 
earlier. This number will soon 
be Increased due to INCO's 
proposed layoff of 3,450 wor- 
kers. 

In Ontario, where more than 
a third of Canada's total unem- 
ployed are, foreign ownership 
in that province's manufactur- 
ing Sector has taken its toll as 
Investment Is withdrawn. 
, For -instance, Quasar Elec- 
tronics Canada Ltc. — a sub-^ 
sidiary of Japanese Matsushita 
Corp. — recently announced a 
shifting of production to the 
U.S., with the loss of 125 jobs 
at its Markham plant. Tung-Sol 
International Corp. is shutting 
down two of its three produc- 
tion lines at Brampton, with a 
loss of another 80 Jobs from an 
already hard-hit area. 

In the Toronto area, the 
operations of Philips Elec- 
tronics Ltd. have been slashed

In the past six years. Cutbacks 
In employment ..by Canadian 
General Electric have hit sever- 
al areas. In Peterborough, 
present CGE employment at 
2,300 Is more than 2,000 
beneath its peak level. In 
Barrie, CGE's plant will have 
had two shutdown periods of 
four weeks each by year erid. 
According to the United Elec- 
trical Workers, CGE's employ- 
ment In Barrie now stands at 
about 123 against more than 
1,000 at its peak in 1974. 

The UEW says an Increasing 
proportion of equipment from 
CGE's Barrie plant Is manufac- 
tured In the U.S. and mërely 
shipped' from the Canadian 
facility. 

Fort Erie and Port Colborne 
have been struggling with 
unemployment levels of more 
than 20 per cent. Apart from 
losing 384, jobs next January 
from "INCO's recently- 
announced cutbacks, the com- 
munity already suffered a major 
blow this year from the loss of 
125 Jobs with the closure of 
Algomà Steel Corp. 

Jobs! of course, are even 
more scarce In Jhe Maritimes. 
In New Brunswick out of a 
population of 685,000 the pro- 
vince had 34,000 unemployed 
in August, an increase of 8,000 
since August last year. 
A Many of these were In the 
construction Industry. In Ihe 
postTl8%ionth8 alone the cfty 
of Saint John has lost 4,000 
construction Jobs. 

Another area that has suf- 
fered from massive cutbacks is 
mining, particularly in 
Bathurst, where layoffs In the 
past year are approaching 
1,500. The Department of La- 
bour reports 4,213 Jobs lost as 
a result of closures or perma-

Catholics close doors on gays

Responding to anti-gay tac- 
tics on the part of the Montreal 
Catholic School Commission, 
(MCSC), the Quebec Human 
Rights Commission has once 
again demanded that' sexual 
orientation be included.,under 
the protected categories of the 
province's. Human Rights Char- 
ter. . 

Commissioner Pierre Mar- 
quis said yesterday, that "It Is 
urgent that the National Assem- 
bly amend "the Human Rights 
Charier to permit gays, an 
•important part of our popula- 
tion, to obtain their rights and to 



be respected as being an integral 
part of our society.". 

Marquis was criticizing a 
decision by the MCSC which 
withdrew permission Wednes- 
day for the Association pour les 
Droits des Gal(e)s du Québec 
(ADGQ) to use the Le Plateau 
Auditorium fora rally to protest 
police harrassment. 

"It Is ironic that , we were 
meeting to discuss police 
repression and we get hit with 
yet another example of oppres- 
sion," said Ron Dayman, a 
spokesperson for the gay rights 
group.

permission to use the auditor- 
ium and the agreement was 
confirmed by registered letter. 
Permission was withdrawn after 
a special meeting of the MCSC 
executive committee that "stu- 
dents attending the Le Plateau 
School might be adversely 
affected." The decision brought 
strong protests from Montreal's 
gay community. According to 
organizers "several people who 
had planned to attend the gay 
group's meeting showed up at 
Le Plateau Hall and picketed 
outside the building." The 
planned meeting, say organi-.

Commenting on the two 
present municipal paries, Tar- 
tamella said that "one Is 
completely authoritarian, and 
the other is Marxist-Leninist." 
He went on to say that the 
Drapeau administration does 
not basalts policies on feedback 
from Montreal, citizens, and 
similarly that the MCM would 
not if it won the election next 
fall. He did not back up his 
statements with evidence ho- 
over. 

Tartamella said that "The 
goals of the Parti Progressiste 
'are not that different from the 
other parties", but he stressed 
that the approach would be 
d(fferent. "Our party would be 
much more receptive /to the 
views of the people." He cited 
as an example the recent 
go-ahead development project^ 
on Greene Ave In Westmount." 
The 14-storey project was en- 
dorsed by the city council of 
Westmount, but many property 
owners in the area were op- 
posed to it. Tartamella said that 
if the Parti Progressiste had 
been In power "We would have 
CO ri s lil t éd • n o t the àbsèn (eV 



In the area." He added that the 
Parti Progressiste would have 
held référendums on major 
projects such as the Metro, 
Man and His World,' and the 
Olympics. 

The new party's programme 
has not yet been fully com- 
pleted, but Tartamella claimed 
that a major concern of the 
party would be mass transpor- 
tation.. "We would ^actively 
discourage automobile traffic In 
the city of Montreal through 
tolls on all major bridges 
leading into Montreal," he said. 
The new party also wants to 
Initiate a 'commuter-computer' 
system which would allow car 
drivers from outside of Mont- 
real to form car pools through 
the use of a centralized compu- 
ter.

The student massacre still haunts Greek hearts

November 17 Is a day of deep 
emotion and respect for all that 
happened In Greece in 1973. 
For those who survived and 
struggled during four days at 
the Polytechnic Institute of 
Athens, the 17th of November 
marias forever the lives lost to. 
retain the nation's dignity and 
the continuation of its history. 

It was a suffocating and 
horrible night full of smoke, 
tear gas, sirens, rattling ma- 
chine guns and rumbling tanks. 
Young students holding their 
lives In their two hands, strug- 
gled for the dignity of their 
people, for the dignity of 
human bei.ngs. 

Against them were the forces 
of a dictator — machine guns 
and tanksu'eady to strangle 
every cry for life. 

At 3 am. In a dark night filled 
with searchlights and smoke, 
the heart of. a whole nation 
stopped beating. Students re- 
sponded- to the soldiers and 
tanks In front of them with cries 
"We are your brothers arid 
sisters, we are unarmed", and 
continued to sing the national 
anthem — a hymn for liberty. A 
few soldiers, touched by the 
students' plea, tried to abandon 
their tanks and were executed 
by their officers. 

Within a few seconds the 
tanks advanced towards the 
gates, crushing' students be- 
neath them. The night had 
turned Into a living, hell. 

Dawn revealed a horrid sight: 
'young bodies lying on the 
. ground, grass red with the 
blood of the young. students. 
Even with the passing of death; 
the will for freedom' lived on. 



The cry "for a single hour of 
freedom rather than forty years 
of dictatorship", echoed in the 
morning air.^ . 

Quickly and secretly, graves 
were prepared. But the freedom 
of a nation cannot be burled In 
one single day. For that reason, 
dictatorship fell. 

Dictatorship in Greece. 
Dictatorship came to Greece 
in 1967. The coup d'état took 
place one month before the 
scheduled elections. The lead- 
ers of the coup, Papadopoulos 
and his "thirteen friends", had 
been planning to take power for 
severaLyears. Papadopoulos' 
tlrQltïg^as uncanny. It was 
learned latet(aiisl confirmed by 
recent Rbekefeiter Committee 
hearing on the CIA In the U.S.) 
that the «American CIA and the 
Greek King Constantinos also 
were planning a coup should 
the .elections go to the left, 
thereby threatening Greece's 
role In NATO. 

Papadopoulos' coup unfol- 
ded as the first computer coup 
in history: the Instant the tur- 
moil began, a computer In 
Washington spewed out, pre- 
cise instructions to every 
American agent and local con- 
tact In the area. This was also 
confirmed during the hearings 
into the CIA. When the dust 
had settled, the King relin- 
quished command to Papado- 
poulos and Lyndon Johnson 
recognized the junta on the very 
same day. American Involve- 
ment was no coincidence. 
Greece and Cyprus are stra- 
tegic Mediterranean bases. 

After the coup, freedom of 
the press, democratic rights

tratlon camps on the Greek 
Islands of Yaros, Leros and 
Makronyssos, to be tortured 
and imprisoned < under condi- 
tions which the International 
Red Cross described as totally 
unsuitable for human beings.

and civil liberties were sup-a> humiliated, tortured with 



pressed. Thousands^were^r; 
rested and shipped - to'concerf 



electric, shocks on their geni- 
tals; Young girl students were 




tortured and raped and left 
unable to bear children for the 
rest of their lives. 
Within these Inhuman condi- 
tions, a growing student move- 
ment surfaced: the first free 
movement In the dark years of 
the dictatorship. In February 
1973, the first occupation of the 
Athens University law faculty 
Involved 5,000 students. They 
demanded free student elec- 
tions. The occupation lasted 
two days, forcing the dic- 
tatorship to grant the students 
free elections which never hap- 
pened. The second occupation 
of the law faculty followed 
shortly afterwards. The police 
responded wlih violence-, injur- 
ing and arresting many stu- 
dents. But terrorism didn't 
prevent Greek students from 
strengthening their movement 
and expanding It across 
Greece. 

The November dlitburst 

So from frequent concentra- 
tions and demonstrations we 
reached the great popular up- 
rising of the Polytechnic of 
Athens on the 14th, 15th, 16th" 
and 17th of November, it was 
the uprising of the conscience of 
the Greek people. For four days 
and nights, thousands of stu- 
dents and people cried slogans 
of freedom and Indignation for 
the dictatorship. "Down with 
the junta", "out of NATO", 
"American imperialists, go 
home", "freedom, of the- 
people". <• 

Disregarding dangers, men 
and women .brought students 
food and medicine, to show 



over Greece to Thessaloniki, 
Patra, lonina. Athens was . 
flooded with demonstrating 
people. The underground radio 
station "of the free besieged 
students, of the free' Greeks", 
that was set up by students of 
the Polytechnic Institute, 
called the people to resist 
against the Junta. "People, 
now^or neyer.;^î;;^-nUt-' 
. The dlctatorshlp.' unable to 
control the situation with the 
police, called in the army. 
Tanks occupied Athens, bullets 
flew, and the night turned into 
living hell. The people raised 
barricades .and opened the 
doors'of their homes to accept 
the wounded and hunted. 

Early the next morning, high 
school students cried "Last 
night they killed our brothers 
and sisters". The echo of those 
cries will wander in the air and 
In the hearts of every free 
human being "until the dreams 
will take revenge". "Never ever 
again, fascism. Never ever 
again, dictatorship". 

The 17th of November was 
made a national holiday, in 
Greece after the fall of the 
Junta. On every anniversary, a 
million people demonstrate In 
the streets of Athens In front of 
the American Embassy.

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New party putzs 

Someone named Salvatore Tartarella recently announced the 
formation of ttie Parti Progressiste, a third municipal party. While 
on the surface this may appear to be a noble gesture, so far Mr. 
Tartarella has failed to impress anyone as a serious candidate. 
This Is not surprising since Mr. Tartarella has a habit of mal<lng 
rather ridiculoua pronouncements about subjects he knows very 
little about. One of his more bizarre statements Is his accusation 
that the Montreal Citizens' Movement Is "Marxist-Leninist" and 
anti-democratic, if anything, the MCM Is responsible for what 
little democracy exists in Montreal City Council. MCM members 
like Arnold Bennett, John Gardiner and Michael Falnstat have each 
set up neighbourhood liaison groups and consulting committees 
to encourage citizen participation in local government. As forhls 
fears that the MCM is a Marxist-Leninist front, Mr. Tartarella Is 
either suffering form Intense paranoia or else, the true politician, 
he has adopted a few of the late Senator Joseph McCarthy's more 
repugnant techniques. 

Mr. Tartarella could be forgiven If only his Ideology was 
muddied but, to compound his limitations, he knows very little 
about running a.city. For example, he states that the City of 
Montreal, with his party In power,, will Impose a toil on ail 
automobiles coming into the city over the river bridges. This, 
Tartarella says, will reduce Montreal's traffic congestion. What he 
fails to realize Is that all bridges are either under provincial or 
National i^arbours Board Jurisdiction. The city would have no 
authority to collect a toll, even if the plan was workable. 

Another member of the Parti Progressiste is Raymond Pouiin, a 
former member of the MCM, who seems even more Ideologically 
confused than Tartarella.- He has been. In turn, an official in the 
Union Natlofiale,' a member_of the MCM, president of the 
Rosemont Parti Québécois riding association, and a Union 
Nationale candidate. He also briefly flirted with Jérôme 
Choquette's ill-fated PNP Party. 

Obviously, Montreal's salvation does not lie with the Parti 
Progressiste. This city needs Salvatore Tartarella in City Hail like 
It needs another Olympic Stadium.|[ftj|ijaA'^/ •

. first win of the season. 

C.W. Post, from Brookvllie, 
Long Island, was last year's 
ECAC Division 2-3 Metro New 
York - New Jersey champion. 
The Pioneers fashioned a 16>13 
record overall from a schedule 
which Included several Division 
1 opponents. Most Importantly, 
however, Post has four starters 
from last season's team returpr 
Ing, a fact which does not botiS^Z 
well for. McGIII's chances of ^ 
victory tonight. ' 

Leaping pioneers 
' One of the more Interesting 
qualities of the Post team is Its 

' ability to play winning basket- 
ball in spite of an obvious lack 
of height. The Pioneers' star- • 
ters range In height from 6'1" to 
6'5',', nbt;;parttcujarl)^largé by 
American standàrds.'^Thé logi- 
cal conclusion is that Post has 
several players who can really 
leap. 

McGIII coach Butch Staples 
figures that tonight's contest 
will be "as tough^ a game'^as 
we're going to have all year." 
Staples adds that Post "is a 
very experienced team. They 
have great quickness and we 
expect them to be quite tena- 
cious defensively." 

Among the more talented 
performers who will be on dis- 
play tonight are forwards 
George Johnson, Bob DeBonIs 
and James Bell.

It was learned yesterday, 
afternoon that Bill Wendel, a 
defensive back on this year's 
Redmen football tèâm, has 
been selected as a member of 
the All-Canada university team 
for 1977. Wendel, a 6'3", 175 
pound free safety, Is now 
eligible to play this coming 
January's Can-Am Bowl foot- 
ball ^game between Canadian 
anci%mé£ican all-stars} 
'•iThroUBtiout theifecently 
completed season, Wendel was 
singled out by his coaches for 
his exceptional play In the de- 
fensive backfleld. Following 
McGljl's defeat of the Ottawa 
Gee-Gees early in October, 
Redmen defensive;; backfleld 
coach Sonny Wolfe almost pro- 
phetlcally said "Bill played 
safety as well as, if not better 
than, anybody else In college 
football In this country today." 
Leading Interceptor 

Wendel's individual statistics 
and the .obvious imprd^ment 
In this season's Redmen de- 
fence bear out his selection to 
the Ail-Canada team. After 
leading the Eastern Division of 
the 0-QIFC with five intercep- 
tions, Wendel. was named, 
along with four other Redmen, 
to.the' all-conference team. He 
lead a defence which held its 
opposition to a mere 13.7 
points per game. 

As a football player, Wendel 
combined several factors Into 
an exceptional package. Not 
graced with either, enormous 
size or tremendous speed,* he 
relied more upon athletic grace, 
leaping ability and anticipation 
to cope with opposition of- 
fences. The sight of Wendel, 
leaping high In the air to knock 
down a potentially dangerous 
pass, became quite familiar to 
McGIII. football fans this sea- 
son. 

Head coach Charlie Ballile 
could not say enough nice 
things about his -dejlehslve 
backfleld ace. In- response to 
Wendel's selection; Ballile said 
"Bill had à very good attitude. 
He is very agile. He doesn't 
have what you would call 
blinding speed, but he moves 
laterally exceptionally well and 
recovers very well also. He was 
a great team man, well-liked 
and respected by his team- 
mates. The coaches are espe- 
cially impressed by his con- 
centration on mental prepara- 
tion before each game. Bill 
would take the information 
Sonny Wolfe had accumulated 
and digest It thoroughly before 
a game," 

Ballile also praised Wendel 
for setting a good exarhple for 
his teammates.. "BUI would 



come out an hour early before 
practice and warm up," said the 
coach.: "His attjtude set an 
excellent example for the rest 
of our team." 

Off the field 
On a more personal level, 
Wendel Is-a fine student who 
completed his undergraduate 
work at Harvard University 
before coming. to McGIII on a 
William MacKeniie King Fel- 
lowship to study urban plan- 
ning. He sees athletics as a 
means of releasing tension 
accumulated through hard work 



and study. Wendel does not 
value professional sports or 
their institutionalized follow- 
ing. He^feels that the overem- 
phasls^piaced upon profes- 
sional sport has reduced the 
"participation for all" ethic. 

As a member of the All- 
Canada team, Wendel will now 
be asked to participate in the 
Can-Am Bowl between Cana- 
dian and American college 
football players, to be held in 
January in Tampa, Florida.

nent layoffs this year. ~ 

In Nova Scotia, one of the 
hardest hit groups has been, 
employees of Hawker Siddeley 
plant. The normal workforce of 
1.200 at the HS-owned Halifax 
Shipyards has been cut to 450 
because of a lack of work. 
Company officials say 200 
more could be laid off by the 
end.of1977. 

Hawker's plant at Trenton Is 
in much the same position with 
its IQTglwork force of 1700 
.-^dqwn^oiSSO at present. And, 
construction trades are suffer- 
ing.. Union officials say one- 
third of their members in the 
Halifax area are idle. The situ- 
ation in Cape Breton is reported 
to be much worse. 

in Newfoundland, recent ma- 
jor layoffs include about 1,500 
plant employees and> woods- 
men at the Labrador Linerboard 
Mill, Stephenvllle; 400 workers 
at Alcan's St. Lawrence fiuor- 
ospar mine; and several hun- 
dred workers with the depart- 
ment oftiighways, which nor- 
mally lays off workers at this 
timeof year while road machine- 
ry Is re-equipped for winter 
snow-clearing. 

For Quebec, with a 11.4 per 
cent unemployment rate, the 
mining industry remains a 
major object of concern. There 
has been talk of layoffs by 
Noranda at Murdochvllle and 
that company has already em- 
barked on a policy of attrition. 
And a f lye-week layoff, to begin 
next month, will affect 260 
workers at the Orchan zinc- 
copper mines In Matagaml. 

At iron Ore of Canada's 
Schef fervillej, planti>,where lay- 
offs are traditional iduring the 
cold wéathér^250iworkërs have 



^WWbeen laid off until next March. 
At Sept Isle^, union spokesman 
say layoffs have reached 800, 
though a company spokesman 
says the figure appears too 
high. 

In pulp and>;paper, Conso- 
lidated Bathufatatd. shut Its 
Wayagamack fvllll at Cap de la 
Madeleine on Oct. 14, a per- 
manent closure that cost 350 
jobs. Another 350 jobs have 
been affected by layoffs at its 
Island Mill at Trols-Rlvleres. 

So far this year the'clothing 
and hatmaking industries have 
lost more than 5,000 jobs, the 
workforce declining to 76,500 
from 82,000, while employment 
In the primary textile Industry 
has fallen to 20,900 from 
33,000. in the shoe Industry 
'3,300-3,800 jobs have been lost 
since June 1976. 

Conditions are better in the 
western provinces but not by 
much. In British Columbia it Is 
believed several copper mines, 
already running on reduced 
staff, could close early next 
year unless prlcès improve. 

The province's pulp mills are 
also experiencing difficulty.' 
Weyerhaeuser Canada Ltd. has 
shut its Kamioops pulp mill for 
a month, mainly to reduce 
inventories. 

In Alberta there Is concern 
that completion of the Syn- 
cmde plant next summer will 
leave several thousand skilled 
construction tradesmen Job- 
less. 

Manitoba, however,* Is feel- 
ing the plhch'more. Unemploy- 
ment in ^ the^ province's con- 
stnjctlbn ihdustryxoûld run as 
high as 35 perJceiit this winter, 
according to union "officials. 
And, the farm equipment In- 
dustry has had to lay off a lot of 
employees — Co-op -imple- 
ments Ltd. of Winnipeg has cut 
staff to SO from Iboo two years 
ago. ■ .
